VAGARIES.OF THE DOLLAR. 


In Hongkong the vagaries. of the dollar 
no longer form the sole topic of conversation. 
‘No doubt; when salaries become due,‘ the 
servant who is cstablished'on a sterling basis 
vividly realises the difference in the’ amount 
‘received to-day compared with the number. 
of dollars handed over a yeat ago ; but even 
.those who risked all on the turn: of events, 
and clung tenaciously to the immutable gold,’ 
‘have’ sunk into a, state’ of acquiescence in 
‘the present rate of exchange. In Singapore, 
however, the value of the Straits currency in* 
relation to other countries’ has*praduced a 
condition of things which has attracted the 
There seems 
to.be a'settled idea-in the mind of specula- 
tors in the Straits that the Government is on 
the eve.of fixing the exchange tale of the 
dollar. It is difficult to understand what 
scries of circumstances could haye led: to 
such a deduction ; for it is hardly cdnceiy- 
‘able’ Lhat the Government of thé Straits 
Settlements would propose to adopt the gold 
standard when silver was ricochetting in the 
extraordinary fashion which has éharacterised 
its movements during the past six months. 
There is no element of stability in the 


‘| financial situation, experts’ confess them: 


selyes confounded by the ‘unusual trend of 


'[ silver and ‘its’ markéd effect on silver cur: 


rency—"There ‘is a suggestion that . after 
the Chinyse New Vear.we shail see a 
drop in’ silver, but there is: no- founda- 
tion. whatever for such a. belief, and all, 
the ‘signs afe against such an occurrenge. 
Yet, in Singapore; there is a-strong feeling 
‘prevalent among. these interested’ in the 
money market , that ‘the Government < is 
seriously « considering, the .advisability- of 
settling the vexed question of fixity of value 
once and forall: ‘The effect of this belief 
‘was’ reflected in the bank exchange rate, 
which ‘operated -and’ still operates greatly‘ to 
the: disadvantage of Hongkong. As we 
pointed out, when our Singapore corres- 
pondent telegraphed the gist. of Sir John 
Anderson's remarky at the Straits Legislative 
Council, nearly a fortnight ago,, the course 
of exchange on Singapore rose from 84 per 
cent, premium on the grd inst. to 154 on the 
tgth ; after His léxcellency’s speech it drop. 
d to ro per cent, but it, began to rise 

in, and to-day the quotation is 14 per cent. 
‘premium. - In other’ words, a_ resident in 
‘Hongkong who desires to-reinit a draft for 
$100 .to Singapore has to pay $114 for 
it. Such ‘is the’ direct result of specula- 
tion. in Singapore. Sir John Anderson, 
in’ emphasising the difficulty that faced 
the Government in trying to arrive at a 
fixed value whigh would be ‘as low as 
possible, consistent with safety, referred to 
the peculiar, course of the: silver market. 
Six months ago it was ‘26d.; a forthight 
ago'it stood at 3od.; to-day the quotation is. 
god. “Under these circumstances," His 
Excellency said, “itappéared to him that 
those persons who were speculating on the in- 
 tentions of the Government were indulging in 
a very dangerous operation,’ in- which they 
inight very likely, burn. their “fingers.” Ap- 
.parently the speculators hastily came to the 
same conclusion, for on the day following the 
Governor's delivérance there was something: 
like a panic on the exchange market ; the 
dollar rate fell from 2s. 44d., demand, which 
was the closing price on’ the’ previous: day, 
.. demand, the closing price on the 


was as, 4d. The extraordinary fall was 
attributed to a misinterpretation of Sir John 
Anderson’s remarks, and: the recovery" fol. 
lowed on a closer’ scrutiny of his speech. 
‘The probability is that the speculators arrived 
at the idea that the fixity of the dollar had 
heen decided upon by the Government, and 
that the exchange value would be percep- 
Aibly below ruling figures, although in -that 
-ease the Government would be in-the posi: 


‘tion Of coining dollars which were intrinsi- | 


cally more valuable ‘than their face valie.. 
The Philippines Government found them-- 
selves in'such a quandary not very long ago,’ 
and had to adopt -urgent measures {o safe- 
guard themselves and the. colonists, - Sir 
John Anderson explicitly stated that he was 
not in a position to make ‘any statement’ on 
the subject, and in the distarbed condition 
of political affairs in Great Britain: it is ex- 
tremely unlikely that the Straits Government, 
or any other dependency where the dollar’ 
exists’ as currency, will. determine the ex- 
change value until the new Ministry "has 
teceived its direct mandate from the electors. 
For riany months past, the fluctuating dollar 
has been a source of trouble and concern. to 
Far Eastern residents—from the, taipan to 
the humble employé who regards every piece 
of silver.with the eye of.a miser—but Hong.

The stoamihip City of Birmingham, which 
was engaged by the Hongkong Salvage Syndi- 


agent forthe Messageries Maritimes Company, 
to visit the steamer Cao Bang, wrecked on Palo |, 
Canton, nnd to'report as to the possibility of 
salving the véssel, returned to Hongkong this 
forencon, after an ‘absence ofabout ten days, 
When the City of Birmingham leh Hongkong, |. 
there were on board a number of gentlemen, 
‘including Mr, Jameson, who have had experi- 
ence'in salvage operations, The object of the: 
visit to the Cao Bang was solely td inspect the 
vessel, discover the extent of the damages done 
to the. bull,and to arrive at the tonclusion 
whether the vessel was worth the costly experi- 
ment of endeavouring (o get her off the rocks. 
There were no valving materials on the City of. 
Birmingham; the journey was, purely one of 
inspection. From Hongkong ;to Pulo Canton 
occupied two and a half, days, the monsoon 
being very'strong, On arriving at the scone of 
the wreck it was found that the Cao Bang was 
piled up on a coral reef, not a quarter of a mile 
distant from the lighthouse, She was lying at 
an’ angle ‘of 2t degreea—not 30 as the first 
telegram stated—and the waves were breaking 
aver her stern, .An effort was made to board 
the Cao Bang, but the’sea was so rough and the 
passage.so hazardous. that it was decided: to 
wait until the weather: inoderated, On shore 
.were a number of those who had formed tha 
crew of the Cao Bang, They stated that their 
vessel had been travelling along slowly through |- 
adense fog, when without .the slightest warn: 
ing'they struck the.reef.” Aa effort was. made 
to get the vessel off, but it failed. - There were 
a number of pissengers on board, and when the « 
fog lifted they were. taken astiore... Assistance’ 


was obtained from a passing. steamer,.and the }' : 


Passengers and part of the crew were conveyed 
to Haiphong. When the City of Birming kam 

hovein sight, the survivors were not at all hopeful 
as to the ultimate fate of the vessel. After lying 
-ofithe Cao Bang foraday, the heavy swel I sub-’ 
sided sufficiently to allow several: members of 
the investigating party to board the vessel, “An 
extensive and complete esanimation was made 
of the ship.. It was fouod-that the propeller, 
had gone; along wilh the stern post and a sec. 
tion'of the after-part. Owing to the’ fact that 
the vessel was lying on her side, and subjected 
to every roll of the waves, the engines had been 
‘dislddged and were. swaying with every heave 
ofthe ship. There was a considcrabie'depth of 
water in the after hold, but’so far as- could 
be ascertained no material damage had 
been sustained by the hull.ofthe Cao Sang. 
The fore part was lying high and dry; here 
again the party made -a sirict examination of 
the damage. and, After comparing notes, all 
were agreed the Cao Bang can be cefloated.: 
The City of Birmingham*rqmained in the 
vicinity. of the stranded -vessel for some time 
later, but no opportunity offered - for ‘again 
examining the vessel, and, accordingly the 
salvage inspectors: returned to Hongkong, 
It -in definitely stated that the -hull is 
intact, that’ there is nothing to prevent 
the wsuccessful: salving- of the - ship, ‘ if 
good. weather is’ experienced. On“ the 
‘return journey, an estimate of the cost of saly-
